‘Strong continued interest in the Eve- 
ning Study Groups for Adults held last 
year at Phillips academy has induced the 
directors of the program to announce that 
a series of twelve courses, for the most 
part new, will be given this winter, com- 
mencing Monday, January 4, As in the 
past two years, the groups will be con- 
ducted by members of the academy 
faculty, and they will be open to all men 
and women in Andover and neighboring 
towns regardless of previous education or 
training. Their main purpose is to bring 
together those who enjoy exploring new 
ideas and developing new hobbies in their 
leisure time. The courses will be wholly 
informal. There will be no examinations, 
and home study, although recommended 
in certain of the courses, will be volun- 
tary. Reading lists and outlines will be 
provided for all who wish them. 

As in previous years, a small fee will 
be charged for each course, the proceeds 
above operating expenses to be given to 
some town organization employed in 
educational or social service. In 1935 the 
net proceeds of $241 were donated to the 
Memorial Hall library of Andover to be 
used for the purchase of books of interest 
to adults, and in 1936 a gift of $50 was 
made to the Andover Chapter of the 
American Red Cross, and $285 was given 
to the Andover school committee to be 
used for pictures and other decorations in 
the new junior high school. These gifts 
have been made possible by the generous 
cooperation of the instructors, who have 
given their services without remuneration. 

Previous members of the study groups 
will be interested in the following sta- 
tistics compiled at the close of the second 
year of the program. In 1935, 252 persons 
were enrolled for a total course enrollment 
of 475. In 1936, $21 persons were enrolled 
for a total course enrollment of 500. About 
33 percent of those enrolled last winter 
were people who were taking courses for 
the second successive year. And despite 
the severity of the season, last winter 82 
people attended every meeting of every 
course or courses which they took. In the 
past two years a total of 22 courses has 
been given: three in history, two in litera- 
ture, three in science, three in art, two in 
music, seven in language (including public 
speaking), one in biography, and one in 
sociology.

Andover Square

In connection with the lecture given at 
Phillips academy by Frank Lloyd Wright 
last Friday, a collection of photographs 
and drawings of buildings designed by 
him are being shown at the Addison 
gallery until November Ist. In his recent 
lectures, Mr. Wright has not been using 
illustrative materials and this collection 
was put together at the request of the 
Addison gallery. In the one room are hung 
photographs of two public buildings, the 
Unity Temple at Oak Park, Illinois, and 
the Larkin Building in Buffalo, (the first 
air-conditioned building), drawings for a 
group of buildings of an academic char- 
acter designed for the ‘Taliesin Fellow- 
ship,” (a school of the arts under the 
direction of Mr. Wright); and a sketch for 
a large winter resort hotel in the West, 
never yet built. The rest of the buildings 
illustrated are dwelling houses, in which it 
seems to me that Frank Lloyd Wright’s 
original and complete conception of living 
has found its most striking expression. 

Although Mr. Wright himself considers 
that his drawings are unsuitable for 
exhibition and that they do not carry 
well on the walls of a gallery, yet tomy 
mind it is from the drawings, rather than 
the photographs that the most effective 
impression of the guiding principles of 
Mr. Wright can be derived, especially his 
careful relation of the lines of the build- 
ings with the shapes of the ground to be 
built on. In the sketch of the hotel in the 
desert, the comfortable sunny rooms and 
balconies seem to be growing out of the 
rock like primitive cliff dwellings, and 
harmonize entirely with the ancient forms 
of that country. If the hotel had been 
built, no doubt the materials for its con- 


struction would have been the stone of the 
country, for Mr. Wright believes that the 
“Ground” of a building should be the 
source of the materials as well as the 
inspiration of its form. He abhors the 
taste that prompts millionaires to trans- 


port and erect, stone by stone, a French 
chateau or Italian villa. The architecture 
of a people and a country must be ex- 
pressed in the ways and materials of the 
country, in its exterior design it must 
harmonize with the shapes of the land- 
scape and in its plan it must reflect the 
most reasonable method of living pos- 
sible. Nothing must be handed down 
from the past and used again merely be- 
cause it has acquired a beauty through 
familiarity. The future of architecture in 
America will not be, according to Mr. 
Wright, in crowded cities and monstrous 
buildings, but in spacious groups of com- 
fortable houses, set among sheltering 
trees, and built at unity with the ground 
rather than soaring away from it. It is in 
natural surroundings that men will be 
able to live the most natural and beauti- 
ful lives. This will be made possible by 
modern transporation. Mr. Wright is not 
only interested in the building of his 
houses, and the type of life which will be 
conducted in them, but also in the ways 
and means of getting there. He has no use 
for the ‘“‘Cow paths” which lead to An- 
dover. It is on the wide plains of the West 
with their straight roads, that he has built 
the beautiful houses with wide spreading 
eves, and the massed windows to admit 
wide views. This type of house, built in 
Wright’s earlier period, has been named 
the Prairie House. Of this type are the 
Robie house, in Chicago, in the very large 
photograph, and the Coonley house in 
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which there are interiors shown, was built 
in Minneapolis in 1934, and is perhaps a 
recent return to the Prairie house style, 
with added modern European and Japan- 
ese influences. The Millard house in 
Pasadena, built in 1921, is to me the least 
attractive of the houses photographed. It 
is built of machine moulded concrete 
blocks and the repeat pattern ornamenta- 
tion made possible by this method, not 
only seems to mar the texture, but confuse 
the lines of the building. The carved 
blocks and the vertical lines, so different 
from the flowing horizontal of the Prairie 
houses give, in the photograph, the effect 
of a miniature skyscraper. In the Millard 
house an ornamental arrangement of 
water forms an integral part of the plan; 
the Coonley house is also beautified in 
this way and the fantastic little ‘* Mer- 
chant Prince” house is perched over a 
waterfall. 

Wright frequently designed the furni- 
ture and equipment of the houses he 
built. Fhe Willey House with utilitarian 
pantry shelves forming part of the decora- 
tive scheme of the interior, is a good 
example of this. A disturbing detail I 
find, are the shawls or rugs, carelessly 
draped over a modern armchair, seen in 
two of the interiors, one in Wright’s own 
house. It seems a_ strangely artificial 
studio touch. But indentations in con- 
crete blocks and Paisley shawls are, after 
all, only details and we must take the 
rough with the smooth. 

The plan and the drawing of the Talie- 
sin Fellowship building perhaps because 
they are on a small scale, show no dis- 
turbing detail, and the simplicity and 
beauty of its roofs, terraces, and vertical 
supports recall the Greek, a coincidence 
which is a little surprising. Mr. Wright 
professes no admiration for ancient Greek 
architecture as it was intended to be; he 
described it as a method of wooden con- 
struction done in stone by men afflicted 
with that incorrigible love of the past 
which is an obstacle to spontaneous de- 
velopment of a similar beauty in a differ- 


took as much pleasure in the Unity 
Temple at Oak Park, Illinois, as in any of 
his work. It has stern and beautiful lines 
suited to its monolithic construction, and 
it seems as if it at least should be allowed 
to remain standing for a few centuries, to 
commemorate the beginnings of the new 
architecture whose most important char- 
acteristic is to grow, develop and change 
with the men that use it. 

Last Friday night, when Mr. Wright 
spoke, the Phillips academy students 


showed their acceptance of him as a man 
whose sphere transcends the mechanical 


his opinion on any subject important to 
them such as jazz. One brighter spirit 
thought up the question “ What will spur 
on American architecture in the future?” 


Mr. Wright immediately answered “Men | 


like me.” And it is true that he will be 
remembered as an inspirer, a prophet 
even to the manner, a shaker-out of con 
ventions and habits, as well as by his | 
achievements.

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Republican Candidates Speak at Rally 


The town hall was packed Tuesday 
night as the entire Republican state ticket 
came here to address the local Republi- 
cans. By far the most popular of all the 
speakers was Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., 
youthful opponent fo the veteran politi- 
cian James M. Curley for the senatorship. 
When he stepped on the stage, he was 
given a tumultuous welcome and several 
times during his brief talk the crowd in- 
terrupted with prolonged applause. When 
he left the hall, the audience was still ap- 
plauding wildly for the young man who 
all over the state has been striking the 
public fancy in a way which no candidate 
for public office has done for years. 

John Haigis and Leverett Saltonstall, 
candidates for governor and lieutenant 
governor, also were well received, and 
the audience was enthusiastic all the way 
down the line. Senator Warren K. Austin 
of Vermont spoke for Governor Landon 
for president, and Judge Asher of Worces- 
ter, substituting for Felix Forte, attorney- 
general candidate, gave a stirring appeal 
for Mr. Haigis. 

The Vermont Senator opened the rally 
by denouncing Mr. Roosevelt, stating 
that if he were re-elected, it would be re- 
garded as an endorsement of policies 
which will reduce this country to the 
standards of Europe and Asia, where 
even minute personal questions are con- 
trolled by absolute authority. He spoke 
of the processing taxes which take money 
from New England and give it to Texas 
and other states. Hitting the N.R.A., he 
said that the Blue Eagle represented the 
breaking down of the barrier we had 
erected between ourselves and the goy- 
ernment.

market for the American working men. He 
wants to support Old Age pensions on as 
generous a scale as possible, and he wants 
4 permanent peace policy.

Bayard Tuckerman, candidate for 
governor's council, said Curley has con- 
trolled the state by controlling the coun- 
cil; he said that Mr. Hennessey, present 
incumbent, did what the big boss told 
him to. 


Pratt Speaks 


C. F. Nelson Pratt, candidate for 
Congressman, said he wanted to give 
Andover the type of representation it 
deserves. The cost of food has increased 
50 percent, he said, mentioning that his 
opponent voted for the A.A.A. He 
claimed that one of the Governor’s 
henchmen had offered him a $3500 per 
year position good for three years, but he 
refused. 

Leverett Saltonstall, candidate for

to Speak Thursday 


Commander Edward Ellsberg, posses- 
sor of the Distinguished Service Medal 
for the salvaging of the S-51 and later the 
hero of the salvaging of the S-4, will speak 
at George Washington hall on Thursday 
evening at 8.15 on “The Balance of 
Power in the Mediterranean,” under the 
auspices of the Society of Inquiry. All 
townspeople are cordially invited, there 
being no admission charge. 

It was under Commander Ellsberg that 
the local superintendent of the Board of 
Public Works, Charles T. Gilliard, worked 
after his graduation from M. I. T. Follow- 
ing the salvaging of the S-51 the Com- 
mander retired, later being sworn in as a 
naval reservist for duty on the S-4.

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From Onion, Vt., to Andover by 
America and China Is Town Clerk’s Path of Life 


THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


Way of South 


Our town clerk, George H. Winslow, 
spends most of his time now working in 
the luxurious quarters at our town house, 
but it wasn’t so long ago that he spent 
most of his time almost anywhere, from 
China to Onion (English for the Indian 
name, Winooski). 

Onion is up in Vermont, or let’s call it 
by its less pungent name, Winooski, and 
it was there that George started on a 
career which took him eventually to New 
York city, Central America, South 
America, the Orient and a_hitherto- 
unknown place called Shawsheen village. 
Graduating from Lowell Textile in 1910 
he was shortly thereafter sent by the 
American Woolen company to the Bur- 
lington mills up in Winooski, a big little 
mill town between Burlington and Fort 
Ethan Allen. The Tenth U. S. Cavalry, 
the noted negro troop which went over 
San Juan hill with Teddy Roosevelt, was 
at the Fort at that time, frequently enter- 
taining the people of Winooski. 

George was born down in Norwood on 
June 23, 1889, the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
hrancis Henry Winslow who recently 
observed their golden wedding anniver- 
sary at the Winslow home on Lowell 
street. He graduated in 1907 from the 
Norwood high school, and then went on to 
Lowell Textile. 


After Winooski, George went to New 
York city where he served a brief ap- 
prenticeship in the American Woolen 
sales department prior to covering the 
territory in upstate New York and the 
middlewest. Shifted to the export depart- 
ment he was sent to open up several 
offices in Central and South America and 
in the Orient, in the period around 1916- 
19. The buyers there however bought 
only in small lots as compared to the 
large-sized orders purchased by the big 
ready-made suit houses of the United 
States, and the nature of the demand was 
difficult for mills doing large-scale pro- 
duction to meet. Mr. Winslow was sent 
to Lawrence to assemble and prepare 
woolens for export to satisfy the small-lot 
demand, but in 1919 the company gave up 
direct exporting. 


Frye Becomes Shawsheen 

Frye village was still Frye village in 
those days, but it didn’t remain Frye 
village long. George was made the general 
manager of the Homestead association, 
the real estate subsidiary of the Woolen 
company, and in that capacity he had 
charge of building, renting and maintain- 
ing in the neighborhood of 300 houses, of 
which nearly 30 were old houses re- 
modelled and in many cases moved from | 
one place to another. 

Office-holding runs in the family. The 
elder Mr. Winslow was tree warden dowa 
in Norwood for several years, and the 
elder Mrs. Winslow was a member of the 
Norwood school board for ten years.

Thomas Cochran, a trustee of Phillips 

academy and donor of millions to the 
school, died of a heart attack yesterday 
at his home in Bedford Village, New 
York. He had been a partner in the bank- 
ing firm of J. P. Morgan & Company 
since 1917. 
Mr. Cochran graduated from Phillips 
academy and Yale. At Andover he was in 
the class of 1890 with Dr. Stearns and 
the present treasurer, James C. Sawyer. 
In 1923 he became a trustee, and it is to 
him probably more than any one other 
individual that Phillips academy owes its 
recent great development physically. He 
gave to the academy George Washington 
hall, the academy chapel, the bird sanc- 
tuary, and the Memorial organ. The 
Oliver Wendell Holmes library was a gift 
of his family.

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One Death and Six Months in Jail Result of Crash| action in taking up the manslaughter 


into Tree Here in Andover 


: Andoyer’s Sudden Death Series 


Appealing a District court’s decision to 
a Superior court is not always a wise 
thing to do, as the driver involved in the 
crash pictured above now knows. It was 
Andover’s first fatality of the year, taking 
place on March 28 during the flood period, 
and the driver was coming up from Somer- 
ville with a young lady to view the flood 
conditions in Lawrence. As he approached 
Phillips academy the car swung off the 
road, crashing into a tree seven feet off 
the concrete. 

The young lady was dead a few minutes 
later. Dr. Simpson, local osteopath, was 
driving in that section at the time, and he 
administered first aid, but when the ambu- 
lance reached the hospital, she was be- 
yond the aid of a doctor.

charge and giving his client a six months’ 
term in the House of Correction on that 
charge! 

The moral is: $100 in a district court 
is better than six months in the Superior 
court. But more important: it’s better to 
stay on the road than to stay in jail.

He was 
tried in District court for manslaughter 
and operating to endanger. Over there 
the manslaughter charge was filed and he 
was fined $100 on the operating to en- 
danger charge. 

But he had a smart lawyer. He knew 
that the Superior court might dismiss the 
charge, and of course it would help out 
his own pocketbook if the case were con- 
tinued a while longer. So the driver ap- 
pealed the case to the Superior court. 

They did dismiss the operating to en- 
danger charge just as the lawyer thought.

Expect Record Vote 
at Tuesday Election

election and will probably win out along 
with Robert Mitchell of Haverhill, the 
other incumbent. In his talk at the rally 
the other evening, Mr. Mitchell, probably 
anticipating a bullet for Butler vote here 
in Andover, urged the voters to be sure to 
vote for two, for otherwise a Democrat 
might get in, and the board, then in con- 
trol of the Democratic party, would not 
help Andover in the redistricting by virtue 
of which the town hopes to be segregated 
from South Lawrence next year. At 
present there are two representatives from 
this district, both Democrat and both 
South Lawrence. To split the district 
would mean one more Republican and one 
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less Democrat in the state legislature, and 
a Democratic board would not want to do 
that. 

Mr. Cannon did not run for nomina- 
tion, but his name was written in on the 
ballot at primaries sufficiently to allow the 
printing of his name on the final ballot 
and he has been waging an extensive 
fight for the election as representative 
from this district. The chances are that 
Rep. Thomas J. Lane will be overwhelm- 
ingly elected again, but Mr. Cannon has 
a chance for the other position. 

The polls will be open from seven a.m. 
to seven p.m. in Andover, the polling 
places being the same as at the primaries 
save for the changing of the precinct two 
voters to Square and Compass hall in- 
stead of the court room. The Grange hall 
will be the West Andover polling place.
